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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments regarding the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, are not persuasive because applicant's specification does not reflect applicant's arguments. For example, the 
specification and drawings do not describe discuss or identify the claimed first and second flanges. Additionally, as argued and shown in 
the marked up fig. 6 included in applicant's remarks, it appears that the first flange is also identified as the front plow blade with reference 
numbers 50, 50F, 50B. It is unclear if the first flange is different than the front plow blade, or the same. If the front flange is the same as 
the front plow blade, it should be claimed as such so that the drawings represent the claims. Similarly, applicant's drawings and 
specification should clearly set forth the claimed second flange. Therefore, although the proposed drawing changes would overcome the 
previous drawing objections, it is noted that the drawings do not represent the claimed invention as described and shown in applicant's 
arguments. However, the previous claim and drawing objections have been overcome by the amendment to figures 5 & 6, as well as the 
amendment to the specification, which have both been approved. Additionally, applicant's arguments regarding the prior art rejections 
have been considered, but are not persuasive. It is the examiner's position that the modification set forth in the rejection would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made as set forth in the final rejection. 
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
